© @&Y EU CAS the late Commillioners of the Common-wealth by their Inſtructions, bearing date the 
E third of February 1652, did (amongſt other things) Oꝛder, That the then Commiſſioners of the Abende 7 
the relpective Pꝛecincts might lett waſte and untenanted Lands unto Officers and Souldiers of the re- 
ſpective Garrilons, fo2 a term not exceeding five years, from the 25 of March then next enſuing, at a valu⸗ 
able Rent: Pꝛovided ſuch Officers and Souldiers did covenant to till, manure and ſtock the ſame ; and 


ther Inſtructions, Chat no petſons, Tenants oz ſtocks ſhould be withdꝛawn from other Lands upon pꝛe⸗ 
tence thereot, to the lellening of the Contribution of ſuch places from whence luch Tenants were remo⸗ 
bed; and that no Demile, Aſſignation oꝛ other diſpoſal thereot ſhould be made, without ſpecial Licence from the ſaid Com - 

ners of Parliament, wity a clauſe of re-entry foz non-perfozmance of thoſe conditions, to the avoidingthe Leaſes, oz 
to making the Lands and ſtocks liable to an encreaſe of Rent oꝛ Contribution, equivalent to Lands and ſtocks of like na⸗ 
ture and goodneſs; ſuch increaſe to continue during the remainder of the term. And the ſaid Commiſſioners of Parliament 
did then alſo Oꝛder Chat the laid Commiſſioners of Revenue might lett Leaſes to the Officers ofthe Army, a other Civil 


Officers, fo2 any term not exceeding ſeven years, of ſuch Lands as they could til and manure by their owii roancs acc = 


ſtocks, and with cheir own goods; oꝛ plant with Englich Tenants not having oꝛ holding any other Lands in this Country 
foꝛ the ſpace of ſix montys betoꝛe the making of luch Leaſe; paying foz the ſame fuch Rents and other duties, as the laid 
Commiſſioners upon conſideration had of the quantity, qualitie and goodneſs of the Land fo to be lett) ſhould judge the 
ſame to be reaſonably woꝛth, and as they ſhould judge to be moſt koꝛ the advantage of the Common-wealth. Pꝛovided, 
Chat they the ſaid Commilſtoners ofthe Revenue did not ſet the ſaid Lands at any leſler rates than what had been made 
thereof in any one year ſince the 29 of Auguit 1649, in Rent and Contribution; noꝛ under the rate of the beſt impꝛoved Rent 
that the kame Lands oꝛ other Lands of equal value, in the ſame Gill oz Parich, have been lett foꝛ in the time of Peace. 
And whereas contrary to thoſe Inſtructions not onely Jriſh Tenants but allo ſeveral perſons that have been active in the 
firſt year of the Rebellion, and that have been in Arms and are Pꝛopꝛietoꝛs, have been continued on thoſe Lands ſo Leaſed 
as atoꝛeſaid, whereby the Acts of State foz removing ſuch perſons into Connaught Have been rendered ineffectual, though 
the remillneſs and by-reſpects of thoſe who were required to ſee the ſame effectuaily executed : The Lozd Deputy and 
Council taking the ſame into conſideration , and the great obſtruction that is thereby given to the Plantation of Tre- 
lard and ſettlement of the peace thereof, have thought fit and O2dered, and do hereby Oꝛder and Declare, That all perſons 
whatſoever who hold Cuſtodiums oz Leales from the Common-wealth as afozeſaid, and have admitted o2 ſhall ( contrary 
to the ſaid Jnſtructions fo2 the making of ſuch Leaſes ) admit of, keep oꝛ entertain any perſon whatſoever that are Jrich 
Papiſts, are foꝛ ſuch offence to fozfert fuch Leaſes ſo by them held as atozeſaid; and fuch Leaſes are hereby dectared void 
and ol no effect. Ind it is farther Oꝛdered and Declared, That the Commillioners General of the Revenue, be, and they 
are hereby required to ta ke eflectual courſe fo2 the enquiring and returning into their Office at Coꝛk⸗houſe, by oz befoze the 


20 of lulic next, the Names, together with the places ofabode. of ſuch perſons both in Civil and Military capacities, and 


8, who (being Leaſlees) have offended oz ſhall offend by letting their Farms unto ſuch Jriſh Tenants as atozeſaid: 
whichthe Loꝛd Deputy and Council do expect a due perfozmance, And all Officers and Souldiers , and other per⸗ 
Cons whatſoever, are hereby ſtrictly enjoyned and required to be aiding and aſſiſting to the ſaid Commiſſioners General, 
and ſuch as they ſhall employ in the due execution hereof,
